MRS LLOYD AND A BENDER. 


Another letter showed, witness said, 


"now 
Charles R. Lloyd respected herself 


and her mother more than he did his wife 
and his aon Fred. It was written in Chi- 
cago, and ran as follows: 


"My Dear Bessie: 1 am here all safe 


and, sound, and will be in Chicueo tomor- 


row. I inclose key to my chest of draw- 
ers. Ask your mother -when she has time 
to straighten everything up in her own, 
nice, orderly way. She must not let Fred 
in my room at all, and Mrs. Lloyd is not 
to go there without your mother is -with 
her. 
Mrs. Lloyd and Fred are the only 


ones who would do any mischief and there 
is some whisky and brandy there which 
it would not do for Mrs. L. to see, or she 
would go on a, fine bender. If she does 
come you must tell your mother to stand 
up for her rights. I have put all my 
things in her keeping." 


Mrs. Nix then testified that, although 


Lloyd had prSmised to set her up in bus- 
iness in this city, he did not keep his 
promise, notwithstanding that witness 
had several times asked him to do so. On 
such occasions, witness said 
that he 


would answer that he was short of money 
but that he would promise to remember 
her in his will and leave her a share 
equal to that which he would leave to the 
other members of his family, or in other 
words, that he would make her "Indepen- 
dent" by giving her one-fifth of his es- 
tate. 


This closed the testimony of Mrs. Nix. 


The cross-examination was deferred until 
this morning.

The prime difference between civilized 
and uncivilized peoples is that in civ- 
ilized peoples each generation works 
not only for its own well being, but 
for the well being of the generations 
yet unborn, and if we permit the nat- 
ural resources of this land to be de- 
stroyed so that we hand over to our 
children a heritage diminished in val- 
ue we thereby prove our unfltness to 
stand in the forefront of civilized peo- 
ples. 


FOREST 
WEALTH. 


"One of the first of these heritages 


is our forest wealth. It Is the up- 
per altitudes of the forested mountains 
that are valuable to the nation as a 
wtioie, especially because of their ef- 
fects on the water supply. 
Neither 


State nor nation can afford to turn 
these mountains over to the 
unre- 


strained greed of those who would ex- 
ploit them at the expense of the fu- 
ture. We cannot afford to wait longer 
before assuming control, in the Inter- 
est of the public, of these forests; for 
if we do wait, the vested interests o£ 
private parties in them may become 
so strongly intrenched that it may be 
a most serious as well as a most ex- 
pensive task to oust them. 
If 
the 


Eastern States are wise, then from the 
Bay of Fundy to the GuU we will see, 
within the next few years a policy set 
on foot similar to that so fortunately 
carried out in the high Sierras of the 
"West by the National Government. 


WATER POWERS. 


"The maintenance of your Southern 


water powers is nol less 
Important 


than the prevention of floods, because 
if they are injured your manufactur- 
ing interests will suffer with 
them. 


The perpetuation 
of 
your 
forests, 


which have clone so much 
for 
the 


South, should be one of the first ob- 
jects of your public men. 


"The extraordinary development of in- 


dustrialism during the last half century 
has been due to several causes, but above 
all to the revolution in the methods of 
transportation and communication; that 
is, to steam and to electricity, to the rail- 
road and 
the- telegraph. 
Save on tho 


ocean or on lakes so large as to be prac- 
tically Inland seas, 
transportation 
by 


water has wholly lost its old.position »f 
superiority over transportation by land, 
while instead of the old highways open 
to every one on the same terms, but of a 
very limited 
usefulness, we have 
new 


highways—railroads—which are owned by 
private corporations, and which are prac- 
tically of unlimited, instead of limited 
usefulness. 


THE OLD LAWS. 


"The old laws and old customs which 


were adeffuate and proper to meet the 
old conditions, need radical adjustment 
in order to meet these new conditions. 
The cardinal features in those changed 
conditions are, first, the fact that the 
new highway, the railway, ia, from tho 
commercial standpoint, of Infinitely great- 
er importance to our industrial life than 
was the old highway, the wagon, road; 
and, second, that this new highway, tile 
railway, is in tho hands of private own- 
ers, whereas the old highway, the wagon 
road, was in the hands of the State. The 
management 
of the 
new highway, the 


railroad, or rather of the intricate web 
of railroad lines which cover the country, 
is a task infinitely more difficult, more 
delicate, and more important than the 
primitive easy task of acquiring or keep- 
ing in order the old highway; so that 
there is properly no anaiogry whatever be- 
tween the two cases. I do not beUcve 
in government ownership of anything 
which can with propriety be left In pri- 
vate hands, and in particular I should 
most strenuously object 
to government 


ownership of the railroads. But I believe 
with equal firmness that it is out of the 
question lor the Government not to ex- 
erclso a supervisory and regulatory right 
over the railroads; for It is vital to the 
well being of the public that they should 
be managed in a spirit of fairness and 
justice toward all tho public. Actual ex- 
perience has shown that it is not pos- 
sible to leave the railroads -uncontrolled. 
Such a system, or rather such a lack of 
system, Is fertile In abuses of every kind, 
and puts a premium upon unscrupulous 
and ruthless cunning in railroad manage- 
ment; for there are some big shippers 


and some railroad managers" who ar» al- ' 


j ways willing to take advantage ot their: 
weaker competitors, and they 
thereby 


force other big shippers and big railroad 
men who would like to do decently, Into 
similar acts of wrong ana injustice, undar 
penalty of being left behind in the race 
for success. ' 


RAILROAD AND 
SHIPPER. 


"Government 
supervision 
Is needed 


quite as much in the interest of the big 
shipper and of the railroad 
man who 


want to do right as in the interest of the 
small shipper and the consumer. 


What we need is to have some adminis- 


trative body with ample power to forbid 
competition that is hurtful to thq public, 
and to prevent favoritism to one indi- 
vidual at the expense 
of another. 
In 


other words, we want an administrative 
body with the power to secure fair and 
just treatment as among all shippers who 
use the railroads—and all shippers have j 
a right to use them. We must not leave 
tho enforcement of such a law merely toj 
the Department of Justice; it is out otj 
the Question for the law department o f j 
the Government to do what should 
be 


purely administrative work. The depart- 
ment of Justice is to stand behind and 
co-operative with the administrative body, 
but the administrative body itself must 
be given the power to do the work and 
then held to a strict accountability for 
the exercise of that power. 
The delays 


of the law are proverbial, and what we 
need in this matter is reasonable quick- 
ness of action. 


RIGHT TO COMPLAIN. 


"The abuses of which we have a genu- 


ine right to complain take many shapes. 
Rebates are not now often given openly. 
But they can be given just as effectively 
in covert form; and private cars, ter- 
minal 
tracks and 
the 
like must be 


brought under the control of the commis- 
sion or administrative body, which is to 
exercise supervision by the Government. I 
But in my Judgment the most important 
thing to do is to give to this administra- 
tive body power to make its findings ef- 
fective, and this can be done onlj' by 
giving it power, when complaint is made 
of a given rate as being unjust or un- 
reasonable, 
If it 
finds the 
complaint 


proper, then itself to fix a maximum rate 
which It regards as Just and reasonable, 
this rate to go into effect practically at 
once, that Is within a reasonable time, 
and to stay in effect, unless reversed by 
the courts. I earnestly iiopc that we shall 
see a law giving this power passed by 
Congress. Moreover, I hopo that by law 
power will bo confered upon representa- 
tives of the Government capable of per- 
forming the duty of public accountants 
carefully to examine into the books of 
railroads, when so ordered by the Inter- 
state 
Commerce 
Commission. 
which 


should itself have power to prescribe what 
books, and what books only, should be 
kept by railroads. 


"If there Is in the minds of the Com- 


mission any suspicion that a certain rail- 
road Is In any shape or way giving re- 
bates or behaving improperly, I wish the 
Commission to have power as a matter of 
right, not as a matter of favor, to make a 
full and exhaustive Investigation of the 
receipts and expenditures of the railroads 
so that any violation or evasion of the 
law may be detected. This is not a revo- 
lutionary proposal on my part, for I only 
wish the same power given in reference to 
railroads that is now exercised as a mat- 
ter of course by the National Bank Exam- 
iners as regards national banks. I hope 
to see all the power that I think It ought 
to have granted to the Government, but 
I wolild far rather see only some of it 
granted, but really granted, than see a 
pretense of granting all, in some shape 
that really amounts to nothing." 


ON THE WAY SOUTH. 


At the conclusion of his speech, which 


was enthusiastically applauded, tho Pres- 
ident took luncheon in a speqial banquet 
hall on the fair grounds, in company with 
the officials of the fair and State. 


The President was afterward escorted 


to the 
depot by a military and 
civic 


parade, in the party being many ladies 
in carriages. He left Raleigh at 1:30 for 
Durham, Greensboro, High Point, Salis- 
bury and Charlotte on his way South.

I tried to find some one else in 
New York to help me, but apparently 
there was no one who knew any more 
about this particular dialect than I did 
myself 
One day I happened to pick 


up Kipling's 'Soldiers Three, and there 
I found Just the thing I wanted. Now, 
I can talk quite as naturally In the 
dialect as I can in ordinary English 
And, strange to say there was very lit- 
tle criticism of the dialect even In Lon- 
don, where they ought to know real 
Somerset from make-believe'

Finds That it is the Best Instruction 


for the Feeble Hinded 


Youth. 


The following letter was written by 


Mr A J Pilsbury, Secretary of the 
State Board of Examiners of Califor- 
nia -who Is no-jv making a tour of ob- 
servation of public Institutions In oth- 
er portions of the country 


"ROCHESTER N T, Oct. 6, 1905. 
"A short time before leaving Cali- 


fornia one of our prominent educators 
remarked in my hearing that, while 
manual training- is very useful In Itself 
and greatly to be encouraged the best 
educational thought of the daj had re- 
ceded from the position taken ten or 
fifteen years ago that the. Intellect- 
ual faculties are also capable of great 
stimulation through the motor centers 
as developed by manual training 
1 have been taking some testimony 
on this point as opportunity has of- 
fered by the way perhaps not from 
among the leading thinkers among ed- 
ucators, but at any rate among those 
who have come into closest touch with 
the development of the lateral intellects, 
and this testimony seems to me to be 
worth laying before the public, al- 
though by no means exhaustive 


THE ONLY THREAD OF HOPE. 
'A* the Home for Feeble Minded at 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, manual training 
is found to afford almost the only clue 
to the intellectual life, and through 
some form of it the brain has to be 
reached Furthermore, only that which 
is done Is remembered The feebleness 
of the mind manifests Itself In for- 
getting today the lessons of yester- 
day except as the hand and eye can 
bring them back into memory's grasp 


Miss Helen II Shatrtuck, for many 
years In charge of the educational 
work of the boy's reform school at 
Rochester New York and not a alo-jd 
teacher, relies on manual training to 
awaken the slumbering Intelligence of 
the lads committed to her charge Prot 
Briggg Superintendent of this institu- 
tion declared that too much can not 
be said for manual training as an aid 
to the moral and Intellectual develop- 
ment of the boy 


GOOD BECAUSE IT IS ACTION. 
' Dr Westovert, Superintendent of 


the Rochester school for deaf children 
finds manual training in some form the 
best, and sometimes the only available 
avenue to the intellects of deaf chil- 
dren 
In fact he affirms that it Is ac- 
tion, Incessant and loving, that opens 
the world to the comprehension of all 
Infants hearing or deaf. He employs 
it in some form at every stage of the 
development of his cjarges and would 
not know how to make progress with- 
out It 
"Dr Spratllng 
Superintendent of 
the great epileptic colony at Sonvea, 
New York, affirms manual training to 
be the best medicine he can give hurt 
or deficient minds 
It stimulates ths 
the brain to activity challenges atten- 
tion, excites enthusiasm and lessens 
the number and severity of the sele- 
ures 
It Is not too much to assume 
that what manual training can do for 
deficient intellects it can do better for 
persons win normal minds that only 
need awakening to become uwvfuj

THE HEALING OF HURT MINDS. 


A Compcrlian Mad* of the Practice 
In California With That In East- 


ern Institutions for the 


Insane. 


"ROCHESTER, N. Y Oct. 7, 1905 
"1 have had two 
special 
Ideas in _ 
mind with reference to hospitals for | 
the Insane that I may visit. One is to i 
make inquiry regarding the profitable 
employment of Insane labor, and the 
other—much the more important—to I 
learn If I can what is being done to- ' 
ward healing hurt minds. With the 
limitations of a layman It has seemed 
to me that our California 
hospitals, 
while doing about as much as possible 
tor the physical care of patients com- 
mitted to their c Targe, might do more 
toward curing the sick brained men 
and w omen who come under their min- 
istration 


"Up to this time I have visited but 
two hospitals for the insane one at 
Toledo, Ohio and. the other at Roch- 
ester, New York, both on the cottage 
plan and both admirable, so tar as I 
can tell. 
At Toledo not much Is being done 


In the way of employing patient labor 
beyond taking care of 
the 
grounds 
(ninety acres) and a farm of 300 acres, 
but more would be done If the State 
•would furnish the shops and 
Imple- 
ments 
Dr Tobey Is positive that he 
could make shoes, brushes fcr-roms, etc 
at a pecuniary profit to the patients, 
who must be employed If they are to 
be cured 
"At Rochester I found 
Industrially 
speaking, a better state of things The 
clothing is all made >v i>atient labor 
from cloth furnished hy the prison at 
Auburn. All the shoes that the State 
has to buy for about t-« o-thirds of the 
patients, are made at the institution 
and mainly by patient labor 
"Wjat interested me more than any- 
thing else I have seen in the waj of 
the profitable emplovment of patient 
labor is The soap factor} at Rochester 
hospital 
It Is a two-story building, 


Tvdl fitted up for the making of all 
kinds of soap from a fine article of 
shaving soap and a toilet soap, said to 
be as good as the Hory. on to common 
washing and scrubbing soap It is all 
made with patient labor except one 
professional soapmaker and one en- 
gineer and general utility man. 
"The factory runs only about three 
nxmtis In the fall and again in the 
early spring, but bv so doing It makes 
enough soap to supply all of the four- 
teen hospitals for the Insane in New 
York with their 26 000 Inmates and 
makes It cheaper than It could be bought 
In the open market. It ii an economic 
rather than a hygienic proposition, for I 
tt five* «nip]oyment for only fourteen 4 


or fifteen patients and these are of 
the hignest das'*. 


As to the he ding of hurt minds I 


could not dlscejn that these institu- 
tions possessed anj advantage oipi 
California hospitals except that thf 
•wards are smaller the number of at- 
tendants more rumerous and there are 
more 'open waris where the patients 
may come and g> as they wish At To- 
ledo there are 400 patients ivho have 
the freedom of the grounds and ther? 
aro rarely more than forty-five pa- 
tients upon any of the wards 


ACUTE INSANE. 


"At the Rochester institution the 
acute insane are given, as it appea-i 
to me \ery special advantages There 
are some wards that have as few as 
eight patients in them and as manv 
as five attendants 
This makes each 
case almost individual, so far as nurs- 
ing is concerned and the medical fac- 
ulty hold 
consultations as often as 
twice a week o\ >r each of these acute 
cases 
until 
a final conclusion is 
reached 


'Roughly speaking twenty-five per 


cent of the patients admitted to the 
Rochester institution 
acutely 
insane 


are sent home cured twenty-five per 
cent are sent home well enough to be 
cared for at 
home 
twentj-five per 


cent die of then malady and tie re- 
maining twenty-five per cent become 
chronic casM an! remain with the in- 
stitution until tney Ih e out the al- 
lotted expectancx of insane life, which 
Is somewhere between twelve and fif- 
teen j ears 


"California hospitals pay much bet- 
er wages than are paid at Toiedo or 
Rochester for the service of attend- 
ants, but the institutions above-men- 
tioned have many more of them Ths 
California system is the better for the 
attendants and heaven knows their 
duties are onerous enough at best 
but there can be no doubt that the pa- 
tients in the Bastern hospitals are 
much bettfr looked after tnan thev 
can be In Cal'fornla where one attend- 
ant has so very many to look out for 


AS TO MEDICINE. 


"I find that Uttle is expected of med- 


icine In the curing of sick brains The 
general health it well 
looked 
after

York crowded the Manhattan Lyceum 
last night to receive the American 
delegates just returned from the last 
Zionist congress at Basle. The blue 
and white sacred banner of the Jews 
bearing the Kogen Dovid, or six-point- 
ed shield of David, hung everywhere. 
Here and there were American flags. 


Cyrus Sulzberger, vice-president of 


the American Federation of Zionists, 
presided. 


Dr. Harry Friedenwald of Baltimore, 


president of the American Federation 
of Zionists, and head of tbe American 
delegation to the Basle congress, out- 
lined the events of the congress. Re- 
ports of the violence and disorder over 
the voting down of "terrltorlallsm," 
and the project to colonize a tract In 
British Uganda, he declared, hadjjeen 
grossly exaggerated. 


A letter was read fromjRey. H. Pe- 


recia Mendes, who 
was* present at 


Basle, declaring that Zionism was a 
religious movement before it was 
a 


national one. He wrote: 
"We are laboring 
to 
establish d 


home where we may live under 
the 
laws of Israel. First the law, then the 
land. First Thorah then-Zion." 


Rev. Dr. J. L. Magnus of Temple 


Israel, said: 


"Even those Jews -who came to the 


congress to Bcoff were Impressed by 
the solemnity of the whole occasion. 


"The 
speech o£ a young 
Russian 


Jewish writer, Jagutinski, fired the 
congress. 
'We are Zionists,' he said, 


'not 'because we feel the weakness of 
this people, t>ut because we feel its 
strength.' 
"That la the answer to every criti- 


cism of Gentile and Jew upon the 
movement or upon any of the occur- 
rences at Basle. 
'That Is tha answer to the ques- 
tion of why the East African project 
was refused, why the congress decid- 
ed to break into Palestine at any cost 
This Is the reason why the National 
Literary in Jerusalem was subvention- 
ed. 
Because we feel strong enough, 


with enough young men to go ahead 
with the work in Palestine, because 
we feel that the people are 
strong 
enough to make for themselves the 
home in Palestine they need."

Telephone Monopoly Organ Abuses Pendleton 


I phone btisiness. 
the megaphone. 


Councilman Pendleton has received the Compliment 


of a torrent of abuse from the organ of the telephone 
monopoly. If the Enquirer realized what a wretched 
exhibition it is making of itself, how the brazen effront- 
ery of its brutal and vulgar personal attacks on the mem- 
bers of the Council who refused to vote to make the Sun- 
set's franchise exclusive, excites disgust and contempt on 
the part of fair-minded citizens, it would desist from 
demonstrating its loyalty to the telephone monopoly by 
printing blatherskiting billingsgate, which invites com- 
parrions both odious and pdorous. It would feel thor- 
ioughly ashamed of itself—if it is not past feeling shame. 


Mr. Pendleton wrote a polite note to the Enquirer 


stating who Councilman Thurston is and what his record 
has been. The Enquirer printed it under the caption, 
**Pendleton defends one of his confederates.'' This was 
lapparently not grossly insulting enough to both Mr. Pen- 
dleton and Mr. Thurston, for the editorial page contained 
(another tirade of personal abuse directed at Mr. Pendle- 
'ton because he dared to vote for competition in the tele- 


"Public wrath will follow him," says 
It will be news to learn that the Sunset 


Company is the public. It will be additional news to 
learn that the wrath of the telephone monopoly can injure 
.anybody in this community. The public will be at no 
loss to judge between the groups of Councilmen on either 


i side of the telephone qestion. If invidious comparisons 
are to be drawn, the average citizen will have no doubt 
•as to where he should look for honor, independence and 
an intelligent regard for the public interests. 


Mr. Pendleton has long been a citizen of Oakland; 


he is a man of large property and unblemished reputa- 
'tion; a merchant engaged in extensve business, whose 
moral and financial standing is unassailable 
It is a 


piece of colossal impudence on the part of the telephone 


i monopoly to endeavor to discredit him in this community 
because he has declined to obey its commands. Nor is 
••the public likely to misunderstand the motives which 
prompt the attacks on Mr. Pendleton and the base in- 
spiration which conceives them. 


When the Home Company made its application for 


a franchise Mr. Pendleton dictated not less than ten im- 
portant changes, all to the advantage of the city and the 
general public, which were incorporated in the ordinance. 
These changes were made by City Attorney McElroy, 
whose integrity and professional ability no one is likely 
to question. They were all earnestly supported by Mr. 
Thurston, who, like Mr. Pendleton, was determined to 
protect the city from being buncoed by any more Beasley 
fakes. 


These changes required the franchise to be sold at 


a minimum price of $20,000. The purchaser is required 
to build and maintain for fifty years a conduit for the ex- 
elusive use of the city, which will effect an immediate sav- 
ing of $8,500, as the Council was about to appropriate 
that sum to construct a conduit for the wires of the fire 
alarm system. The free use of the other conduits of the 
competing company will save the expenditure of an ad- 
ditional $7,000. This is all aside from the two per cent of 
gross revenue the new company will have to pay into the 
city treasury or the fifty free telephones granted the 
municipality. 


By requiring a flat rate, that is, that no charge shall 


be made for local switches in Oakland, Berkeley or Ala- 
meda, or any other town that may be incorporated with 
Oakland, a considerable saving is effected for telephone 
users. A large indemnifying bond is required as a 
guarantee that the conditions of the franchise will be 
complied with, and lastly, a provision is inserted forbid- 
ding the new company to sell out or combine with any 
telephone company now in this field, under penalty of for- 
feiture. 
Thus it will be seen that Messrs. Pendleton am 


Thurston and their colleagues who voted for the fran 
chise have carefully safeguarded the public interests 
By blocking the door against combination or one com 
pany selling out to the other, the Council has insure 
honest competition that will afford the city a considerab] 
yearly income.

Had the Council refused to grant this franchise th 


Sunset Company would have been left in undisputei 
possession of the field. Its franchise has thirty-sever 
years yet to rim. It pays no part of its revenue to th 
city; it gave the city (whatever it gave to anybody else 
nothing for its franchise. It only gives the city th 
use of ten telephones, charging for other telephone 
and switches. It does not give the city the free use o 
conduits and poles for the wires of the fire alarm system 
Its service is notoriously bad—that is admitted by its own 
officers and agents. It charges all the traffic will bear 
and treats complaints of bad service and excessive char 
ges with undisguised contempt. 


This is the ^ervice that the Enquirer desires shall be 


left in sole and unrestricted control of the Oakland tele 
phone field for thirty-seven years to come. The Enquirer 
has the effrontery to denounce interference with fy.e mon 
opoly of an insolent corporation as a betrayal of publi 
interests; has the hardihood to declare that admitting 
competition is putting the people in bondage. The bale 
audacity of its contention is only approached by the 
abandoned shamelessness of its wanton abuse gf the most 
reputable and upright members of the Council.

At Richmond, the first stopping place in his Southern tour, the 


President made a charactenstic exhibition of his contempt for 
prejudice, his indifference to precedent. None of his predecessors

Not even Cle\ eland or McKintey received 
such a spontaneous and heart-warming welcome in the South, where 
but a short time ago Mr Roosevelt was the object of bitter disap- 
proval. The President has broken down sectional prejudices on 
both sides of the Potomac. He is a pacificator among his countryr 
men, who are equally proud of him whether they wore the blue or 
the gray.

during the long trial. As soon as the jury was empaneled it was 
placed in charge of the Sheriff by Judge Hart, consequently none o 
the members could get any sort of refreshment save through th< 
officer in charge Some of the jurymen were in the habit of taking 
an occasional nip during the day, and by Judge Hart's order th 
Sheriff served them with limited quantities of liquor during the trial 
It is not contended that any of them became intoxicated or that th< 
whisky they drank influenced them against the defendant, but the 
mere fact that some of the jurors drank occasionally during the tria 
is seized upon as a pretext for asking the Court to set aside th 
verdict 
It is a slim pretense. While the propriety of supplying 


intoxicants even in limited quantities to a jury in charge of a. Sheriff 
is open to question, the fact they were supplied in this instance 
b\ the officer in charge in obedience to the order of the Court robs it 
of all sinister significance. Had the jury been permitted to go free 
of the Sheriff's custody, during the trial, as is frequently done, the 
drinking members would have taken their accustomed "nips 
unnoticed and without hindrance. They would probably have drunk 
a great deal more than they did under the circumstances. At any 
rate, if none of them became intoxicated and no special misconduct 
afiVct'ng the rights of the defendant is shown, it is difficult to see 
how the case of Emmons was prejudiced. But if the verdict of a 
jury whose members indulge in stimulants during the course of a 
trial is therefore vitiated, why are not the proceedings equally 
vitiated if the trial judge takes an occasional drink? And if a jury- 
man may not drink while in custody, of the Sheriff, why should he 
be allowed to drink when at liberty to do as he pleases? The safe 
rule in such cases would seem to be to require the defendant to show 
affirmatively wherein his rights were prejudiced by the bibulous

Bank of Allegheny and the suicide of Its 
cashier, T, Lee Clarke, yesterday, a dis- 
patch to the Herald from Plttsburg says: 


It. was learned late Wednesday night 


that, the disaster to the Enterprise was 
expected In certain quarters. Plans for 
an exposure of the trafficking In State 
funds. It ia said, were laid weeks ago. 
Mr. Clarke was cognlza.nt of this and 
talked over the matter with several of 
the directors a few days • ago, 


The caahier was told by the directors 


he would have to meet the paper obli-

through him, and he promised to insure 
the bank against all "loans for -which ho 
was responsible. The supposition is he 
was unable to accomplish this and, fear- 
ing the consequences, took his life. 


Although the bank directors only ac- 
knowledge having $600,000 of the State 
funds, the assertion.was made by one of 
the bank officials that the Enterprise .had 
more than $1,000,000 State money on de- 
posit before the extensive loans ware 
made. According to this official, all this 
money Is Insured by bonds of the Mer- 
cantile, Trust Company of Plttsburg and 
the United States Fidelity and 
Trust 


Company of Baltimore. 
Clarke was associated as treasurer 


with 
former 
State 
Senator 
"W. 
H, 
Andrews and Francis J. Torrance, who, 
according to President 
Gwinner, 
were 
borrowers of the bank in the Santa Fe 
Central Railway Company, incorporated 
in New Mexico in 1891. 
The stock of 
the corporation has never been marketed. 
This road was built by Messrs. Andrews 
and Torrance. 
Cashier Clarke was also 
a heavy investor In Mexico and New 
Mexico silver mining stocks, according 
to Mr. Gwlnner. 
Former State Senator Andrews Is 
brother of Wesley R. Andrews, United 
States Senator Penrose's private seoro 
tary and chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. 
At the last election Mr, Andrews was 
elected as delegate from New Mexico in 
Congress and, It Is said, he aspires to be 
Senator from New Mexico when that 
Territory is admitted to Statehood.

This is the football season, and among the lovers of'amateur 


sport football is, playing the most important part. On the cars, in 


the'cafes and even the died-in-the-wool sporting men 
are speculating on the outcome of the various games 
to be played in the near future. 


President Roosevelt has created a furor among 


the football enthusiastics, by, calling Walter Camp, 
John E. Onsley, J. W. Fine, A. R. Hildebrand, 
Edward H. Nichols and William T. Reid, who are 
considered the football representatives in the big 
colleges of the East, to the White House and asking 


them to try and revise the rules or live more strictly up to the present 
ones, so as to eliminate as much as possible the roughness of the 
game. 


The question now arises, would football be as popular if the 


opposing elevens played with more care and the roughness eliminated 
to such an extent that there would be no such danger to the player 
as is today ? 


In my opinion, the game would lose a great deal of its fascina- 


tion, for when everything is considered there can be no doubt but 
that it is the brutality of the game that really makes it so exciting and 
fascinating. It is surely not that it is more scientific than the other 
amateur sports, that require more speed and science to play, that 
they are compelled to take a back seat when football is in vogue. 


BRUTES ARE HEROES? 


After a big football game the greatest hero is the man who has 


either had the good fortune to make a long run with the ball or the 
one that has bucked and fought his way through the opposing line by 
brute strength and grit. And it would be impossible to do this 
without the danger of being injured or injuring some one'else. This 
is the kind of sport that nine out of every ten men like to see, 
whether they admit it or not, it is a fact and is proven every day. 


I had the good fortune of seeing a man known as "Steeple Jack" 


climb up and down the side of the Flatiron building in New York not 
long ago and he had an audience of some 3000 people who stood 
spell-bound in the street watching this remarkable feat, the excite- 
ment plainly, visible on their faces. These people were not excited 
over anything else than the fact that this dare-devil might fall and 
be killed, and so it 'is with all such performances. 


LIKE TO SEE DANGER. 


It is the fact that the performer is facing danger that makes it 


exciting and fascinating. By this I do not wish to say that football 
players are facing death or anything of the kind, but it is a fact that 
he may be knocked senseless or his wind knocked out of him or in 
tome way seriously injured that makes the game what it is, the most 
popular of college sports. 


I have often observed that'when a player in a game takes 


desperate chance in trying to either get through the opposing line 
or run around it, that the men and women would clinch their hands 
and hold their breath, and, with excitement in their eyes, wait until 
this certain player is on his feet and ready to continue before they 
have allowed themselves to relax and .shout and clap with joy. 


This will always exist as long as the young, vigorous athletes 


are playing the game, for as far back as we know, the most favored 
athlete has always been the one that used his brute strength and 
faced danger in the games. 


This is the reason that football is such a fascinating game to 


the player as well as to the spectators, so in my opinion, no matter 
how much the leaders of the game may try to modify it, it will always 
remain the most exciting and spell-binding of all amateur sports.
